or any allegations arising, while that exchange of notes, as renewed, was in 
force. If the proposal set forth herein is accep table to the Government of the 
Arab Republic of Egypt, this note and the Ministry's affirmative note in 
reply shall cohstitote ^jitfcig^^^O^^^ under international law from the 

date of the Ministry's note in reply with effect froin March 5, 2007.
